Shanghai, March 27.—Twelve mer- 
chant ships are lining the bund in 
case it is decided to evacuate the 
French concession. Two attacks were 
made on the barricades guarding this 
district tonight, at 7:30 and 8 o'clock, 
nnd the mobs were forced out of the 
concession only after armored cars had 
been brought up to support the po- 
lice. 

One Chinese was wounded when 
the police fired on the second mob, 
after it had smashed an alleyway bar- 
ricade. This barricade is still unre- 
paired. 

Tonight the citizens of Shanghai 
slept, exhausted by the tension which 
has gripped the city throughout the 
day. Emergency squads have visited 

French posts every half hour and 
more barricades are being built about 
the concession with barrels of cement 
and barbed wire. , 

Mob Is Dispersed. 

The little north gate was fifteen 
feet deep in barbed wire this morn- 
ing, and at three p. m. five hundred 
Cantonese soldiers dispersed a crowd 
about north station. 

The Cantonese are guarding the 
Chinese areas before the more dan- 


gerous points. At Saint Catherine's 
bridge blockhouse, which is built of 
solid concrete, fifteen soldiers with 
machine guns aimed through camou- 
flaged holes, unknown to the Chinese, 
overlook the west gate demonstration 
district. 

The French consul in an interview 
today, denied that there was any fric- 
tion between the local powers. He 
would make no statement about the 
visit which the consulate received last 
night from Chinese staff officials. 

The business of welcoming Chiang 
Kai Shek was one of the principal 
factors in keeping the settlements 
tense. General headquarters, heavily 
guarded by picked troops, was 
thronged with visitors who were care- 
fully scrutinized before they were per- 
mitted to enter. ‘The Cantonese 
guards were polite but firm. 

A fifteen-year-old Cantonese sol- 
dier whom I had seen at Hankow rec- 
ognized me, grinned and said in brok- 
en English “you never expected to 
see us here, well. we didn’t expect to 
be here, so soon.” 

Florists Are Busy. 

Florists did a rushing business in 
flowers for presentation to the gen- 
eral. Rickshaws have rattled through 
the streets toward -headquarters all 
day and I] saw one Chinese band of 
50 pieces on its way to serenade the 
general. General Pai last night gave 
a banquet to his friends at the Palais 
cafe, inside the French concession. 

In a press interview this morning, 
Chiang again guaranteed the security 
of the foreign quarter. 

“The panic is unwarranted,” he said 
“the laborers will not storm the con- 
cession and the sandbags give a very 
unfavorable impression.” 

He announced that the northern 
campaign would begin soon and that 
he had telegraphed Foreign Minister 
Eugene Chen to come to Shanghai.

Apprised of the arrest of Lovett. 
Solicitor General Boykin was elated 
and declared that extradition papers 
for the fugitive’s immediate return to 
this city will be sought today. He 
considered the arrest of Lovett the 
most encouraging derelopment in the 
Donaldson case since the exclusive 
disclosure made on March 7 last by 
The Constitution to the effect that 
Charles Hubert Fitchett, former At- 
lanta policeman, had signed a detailed 
confession in which he admitted firing 
the shot that killed Donaldson and 
implicated eight other men, one of 
whom was Ralph Lovett, the man 
arrested Saturday. The arrest of Lov- 
ett was attributed directly to the con- 
fession obtained by The Constitution 
and turned over to the solicitor. 

Description Supplied. 

The arrest of Loyett came after 
Solicitor Boykin learned that the fugi- 
tive had close relatives residing in 
Lake Village. Communicating with 
Sherif Merritt, of that place, Boy- 
kin arranged to have the house close-

wanted. A complete Bertillon descrip- 
tion was supplied. 

When Sheriff Merritt arrested Lov- 
ett, the latter offered no resistance, 
the dispatches stated. Declining to

ter of City Commissioner and Mrs. 
Fred B. Frazier, kidnaped from her 
crib last Wednesday night, was clasp- 
ed in the arms of her mother tonight. 

Under the effects of a drug, very 
dirty, and but partially clothed, the 
baby was found shorily after 10 
o'clock on the front porch of Dr. 
Joseph G. Venable, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church after her 
father had, on written instructions of 
the kidnapers, placed 83,533 in cash 
in the hands of a negro boy, whom he 
was instructed to meet at McCallie 
and Central avenues. 

Dr. Venable called 
physician to examine the -baby and 
the Frazier family. The baby was 
unharmed, the physician said. 

Mr. and Mrs. Frazier, acompanied 

members of the family, arived a 
few moments later, identified the child 
as their own and then gave way to 
the reaction of the strain which they 
have bravely borne since they were 
notified of the kidnaping. 

Virginia Jo recognized her parents 
and responded faintly to the endear- 
ing names by which her mother called 
her. But under the effects of the 
drug, the blue eyes, by which so many 
have sought to identify her in the 
search had lost their usual sparkle.

JAPAN AND BRITAIN 
INCREASE FORCES 


Congestion Grows in Chi- 
nese Metropolis and Mis- 
sionaries Are Urged To 
Go Home.

Repercussions of the anti-foreign 
uprising in China echoed around the 
world Sunday. 

Inflamatory sentiment threatened 
American and British residen’: in 
Shanghai as that city became the cen- 
ter of Chinese hostilities. 

In America, marines at 15 posts 
were being concentrated around the 
in the Orient. The navy department 
in Washington described the situation 
as “very tense” and announced the 
landing of more American, British 
and Japanese forces at Shanghai to 
meet impending mob outbreaks. 

In Moscow, the communist third 
internationale issued a proclamation 
appealing against the British-.meri- 
can bombardment of Nanking during 
the Cantonese rioting of March 24. 

Firing Saved Lives. 

Almost simultaneously additional 
American refugees from Nanking ar- 
riving in Shanghai told the United 
News that the firing by British and 
American gunboats savee their lives 
and enabled them to escape the loot- 
ing. Cantonese mobs. 

In London, the Exchange Telegraph 
company’s Shanghai correspondent re- 
ported that the Woosung forts near 
Shanghai had been bombarded by two 
north Chinese warships. 

Outside the barricades of the inter- 
national settlement in Shanghai, Chi- 
nese agitators caused passage cf a 
resolution demanding immediately re- 
turn of Shanghai foreign concessions 
to the Chinese on pain of proclaiming 
another general strike. 


AMERICANS FACING 
GREATER ATTACK. 

Shanghai, March 28.—(2 A. M., 
Monday).—(United News)—Scores of 
refugee Americans, fleeing the horrors 
of anti-foreign attacks in interior Chi- 
na, are arriving here to face the pros- 
pect of an even greater attack than 
any from which they fled. 

As each arriving boat and train 
brought more of those who witnessed 
the atrocities of Nanking, menacing 
crowds of demonstrators, shouting 
“Death to the foreign devils,” could 
be heard across the barricades of the 
international settlement. 

Fifty thousand Chinese sympathiz- 
ing with the Cantonese victors, at a 
mass meeting in the native city, were 
urged to storm the barricades and 
exterminate all foreigners. 

Wakeful American, Britishers and 
other foreigners, concentrated in the 
settlement, received word that the

“Foreigners were saved by one of 


three means. first, by fleeing and hid- 


ing until rescued; second, by the help 


of Cantonese officers who finally ap- 
peared and restored order, and third, 
by Chinese friends interceding. 


“Dr. Williams was killed instantly 
by a bullet in the head while being 
robbed of his watch. Most of the 
foreign men were stripped of all but 
their underclothes and had to borrow 
Chinese clothes from friends. 


Houses Looted. 


“All the foreign houses except those 
of the Ginling college were completely 
looted: in some all the woodwork was 
torn out, including the floors, doors 
and window frames. 

“Nine buildings were burned at the 
Hillcrest school, excepting the gym- 
nasium, the old .dormitory, the Bible 
Women's Training school and the resi- 
dences of Lewis H. Lancaster, A. C. 
Hutcheson, S. J. Mills, F. W. Die- 
terich, Mrs. Keene and Mrs. Black- 
stone and Mr. Wilson. 


“After the firing from the foreign 
warships Thursday afternoon the sol- 
diers kept order. Foreigners obtained 
military escort or were hunted out by 
Chinese friends and assembled in one 
building of Nanking university. The 
university students procured the pro- 
tection of this building by the mili- 
tary.’’ 

The statement also covers the flight 
of another group from the United 
States consulate to Soecony Hill. This 
story is -virtually the same as that 
told in previous dispatches quoting 
Mrs. John K. Davis, wife of the 
American consul. 

It adds, however, that soldiers at 
the consulate told Consul Davis, when 
he assured them that there was no 
ill feeling between the Americans and 
Chinese, that ““Americans are the same 
as other foreigners. They have got 
rich drinking the blood of the Chi- 
nese. and they too will be killed.”

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Shanghai Asks Relief. 

Consul General Clarence E. Gauss 
has asked the department of state 
at Washington to advise the home 
mission boards to bring some of thie 
missionaries home to relieve Shang- 
hai’s refugee congestion which 1s 
growing more acute daily. 

During the past 48 hours more 
sionaries, have reached Shanghai and 
have overcrowded the emergency 
quarters. Today nearly 500 more are 
expectéd and beds are being placed in 
the nearby Young Men's’ Chiristian 
association gymnasium, in churches 
and schools. 

Five river boats lie fog-bound out- 
side of Shanghai with nearly S00 
refugees aboard. Seores of foreigners 
coming from Kiangsu and Chekiang 
are swelling the -totals and the tide 
is only in midflow. Missionaries who 
hitherto had refused to leave their 
posts, or having once withdrawn had 
returned, are coming out with the 
rest. One of the five ships now lying 
off Shanghai, the Suiwo, brings 250 
refugees, mostly women and children, 
from Hankow whence the evacuation 
Was hastened by the attitude of labor 
there. 

Hankow Refugees Arrive. 


About 100 refugees from Hankow 
arrived Sunday morning aboard the 
Lungwo, virtually completing the 
evacuation of the American wemen 
and children there. Approximately 10 
American men, however, still remain. 

Three steamers are bringing approx- 
imately 150 refugees from Nanking. 
while 39 Americans and 31 Britishers 
embarked on a steamer at Chenkiang 
under the protection of the United 
“tates destroyer Paul Jones. The 
Preble is working along the lower 
Yangtze, picking up 30 or more Amer-

The Isabel is now the only United 
States warship remaining at Nanking. 

Yangtze travel is growing increns- 
ingly hazardous and a majority of 
the refugee ships are being convoyed 
by naval vessels. The Stewart.  Wil- 
liam Lb. Preston and Preble all were 
fired on Saturday and Sunday between 
Shanghai and Chenkiang and naval 
officers report that both sides of the 
river are now in nationalist hands 
and that all firing was by nationalist 
troops. 

Fearing Nanking repercussions, 
United States destroyers are taking 
up stations at Amoy, Swatow and 
Foochow. while the United States con- 


sul at Cheefoo has asked for similar 


protection.

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While Milburn Shoffner, 19-year- 
old pitcher for the Rochester, N. Y.., 
baseball team, was reported by attaches 
of St. Joseph’s hospital as being vir- 
tually out of danger and rapidly re- 
covering from a blow thought to have 
been struck with a baseball bat dur- 
ing the Atlanta-Rochester game at 
Spiller field Saturday, police were 
seeking one Roy Pledger, local pugilist 
who formerly fought under the name 
of “Irish Benny Cline” and whose cap 
was alleged by police to have been 
found near the spot where Shoffner 
was discovered lying unconscious. 

Although Shoffner was said to have 
received a terrific blow on the skull. 
no fracture was sustained and he was 
thought to be on the road to rapid 
recovery late Sunday, hospital attend- 
ants said. 

The attack occurred following Shoff- 
ners removal from the baseball game 
The youth, who formerly resided in 
Atlanta, had pitched six innings for 
Rochester against~ Atlanta. In the 
third inning he “beaned” Frank Zoel- 
ler, Atlanta player, with a fast ball. 
The latter, angry for the moment. 
Started after Shoffner with his bat 
but collapsed before reaching the pitch- 
ers mound. Zoeller was taken to 
the clubhouse where first aid was ap- 
plied. 

: Found Unconscious. 
_ Meanwhile Shoffner continued pitch- 
ing. After the sixth inning he wan 
taken from the game in favor of a 
substitute pitcher and departed from 
the players bench for the clubhouse 
beneath the stands. 

The next thing players knew Shoff- 
ner was discovered by a trainer lying 
unconscious outside the clubhouse door. 
On the ground were signs of a scuffle 
and nearby lay a baseball] bat and a 
gray cap. Detectives B. E. Blair and 
Roy H. Whatley. summoned to’ the 
scene, investigated and claimed that 
two spectators in the staids identi- 
fied the cap as beloning to Roy Pledg- 
er, said to be a friend to Zoeller. Zoel- 
ler at the time was still receiving 
treatment at the training quarters. 

Reward Offered. 

Immediately a search for Pledger 
was instituted by detectives and po- 
lice throughout the city. At the taxi 
stand where he was formerly employ- 
ed, at a local hotel and at several 
places he was known to frequent, no 
trace of the man was to be had, of- 
ficers reported.

INSIDE BANK LOOTING. 


An passing sentence upon the four 
¢odefendant officials of the Bank- 
ers Trust company, who had been 
convicted in the federal district 
court, Judge S. H. Sibley struck 
vigorously at one of the greatest 
evils in this state, and. sounded in 
effect a challenge to the legislature 
to revise the banking laws of Geor- 
gia so that depositors may hence- 
forth be properly protected. 

He said in reviewing the present 
“unsavory features of banking 
methods:” 


“An unsavory ‘feature of banking 
methods as pursued in some quarters, 
and one that contributes largely to 
the collapse of most banks that close 
their doors, is the practice of allowing 
bank officials to borrow from their 
own bank to finance their own pri- 
vate enterprises or business ventures 
in which they are interested. The 
first thing you know they have over- 
stepped the law and their bank is 
wrecked. If I had my way about it, 
no director or officer would be al- 
lowed to have even a checking account 
in his own bank. That would elim- 
inate the possibility of such log-roll- 
ing schemes as these infernal loans 
often develop.” 


A sounder statement of facts as 
to a situation that is not only un- 
savory but vicious, has never been 
made from any bench. 

It is a notorious fact that 90 per 
cent of the small bank failures, 
through which innocent depositors 
havé suffered, have been caused by 
wreckage from within. 

It has been a wild scramble in 
Georgia for years to establish en- 
tirely too many rural banks, with 
small capitalizations, and in too 
many instances with the purpose of 
giving groups of officials and di- 
rectors opportunities for financing 
their private interests at the ex- 
pense of depositors who are drawn 
into their nets. 

If their businesses failed the 
* banks fail, and in turn those who 
trusted their funds with them suffer. 
Sometimes there is dishonesty. 
Sometimes there is not. 
depositor pays in any event. 


Judge Sibley says that if he eal 


his way—and it would be a good 
thing for Georgia if he did—bank 
officials charged with the conserva- 
tion of trust funds ought not to 
even have checking accounts in the 
banks they managed. Most assured- 
ly they should be restricted by law 
from borrowing, at any time, direct- 
ly or indirectly, one penny from 
institutions under their control. 

Too many small banks, in lieu of 
one or two large, sound and prop- 
erly safeguarded banks, do more 
harm than good to communities of 
only a few thousand people. 

The depositors pay the expense 
of bank administration and in Geor- 
gia they have paid very dearly in 
scores of cases. 

Communities with population of 
a few thousand frequently have 
four banks, all operating at heavy 
overhead expenses, that could be 
three-fourths eliminated through a 
substantial merger. 
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that Miami had no shoe factory.

PLANTING SEASON HERE. 
Discussing the campaign for. di- 


versified farming in Georgia, The 
Manufacturers Record says: 


“In this respect Georgia has set the 
pace for every other state in the 
south. All of these states are con- 
stantly discussing diversified farming 
and pressing the matter upon the at- 
tention of such farmers as had been 
giving all their attention to cotton, 
but Georgia has led the way with an 
entire week devoted to a discussion 
of the subject, with the governor of 
the state at the head of the cam- 
paign.” 


It is true that Georgia has “set 
the pace,” povided the farmers and 
the business men, including bank- 
ers, in every community will now 
cooperate and put into actual ef- 
fect the multitude of good gospel 
that has been and is being broad- 
cast. 

Talking and ‘doing’ are differ- 
ent. The time has now come for 
less talk and more action. 

The planting season is here and 
the economic welfare of Georgia, 
not only for 1927, but for years to 
come, will be determined within the 
next few weeks. 

If Georgia farmers remain deter- 
mined to send $165,000,000 out of 
the state another year for food and 
feed crops that they can grow as 
well and as economically as can be 
grown in any other state, then agri- 
cultural distress will continue. It is 
a pencil and pad matter. There can 
be no farm readjustment worth a 
candle that is not based first upon 
the farmer keeping his own barns 
and smokehouses full. So long as 
cotton is produced at a price in ex- 
cess of the spot market it can bring 
only the sheriff to the farmer’s gate 
unless it is grown as a clear, clean 
surplus. In that event the price can 
go down or up, and the farmer can 


{sell when and only when he pleases. 


In readjusting farm conditions, 
to which the best thought of the 
state has been given in the past few 
weeks, there must be thorough 
community cooperation. The banker 
who has heretofore extended credit 
only on a basis of cotton produc- 
tion must extend credit on a basis 
of “living at home.” That is a far 
sounder basis anyway. 
and the merchant and the profes- 
sional man—everybody—must - co- 
operate with the farmer in finding 
and extending markets. And then 
there must be a greater degree of 
standardization. 


sections that'corn acreage’ will prob- 


ably not be any heavier, if as heavy, 
as in 1926. This will be a serious 
mistake. Not only should corn acre- 
age be increased, but acreage pro- 


|duction should be increased. 


Again, it should be emphasized 
that the only way to reduce the 
cost of cotton production is to in- 
crease the average yield. This can 
be done easily by intensive culti- 
vation—by better farming.

If such a strike becomes effective 
the situation as to unemployment, 
already acute in Paris, may become 
serious. 

In the meantime thousands of 
Americans, including service men 
and their families, are preparing to 
mové-upon France this summer un- 
der the excursion auspices of -the 
American legion. 

Any effort through negotiations 
to guard against extortion will of 
course be hampered by the fact that 
even at the recently increased rates 
in Paris the ‘‘cost of living” there 
is less than in New York. 

So long as an American traveler 
is required to pay less in Paris 
than a French traveler has to pay 
in New York, there is little or noth-

When tweedledums grows 
a little older, under this plan, he 
comes a nasty, disagreeable little ty-

A child learns mainly through con- 
ditioned reflexes. Let us see what a 
conditioned reflex is. If the baby’s 
finger touches a hot stove the hand 
is withdrawn autématically without 
conscious action—that is, the baby 
doesn’t know the stove is hot. This 
is a simple reflex. But after a few 
repetitions—the number é6f repetitions 
varies with attending circumstances— 
the baby learns to withdraw his hand 
when he sees the stove, whether the 
stove is now hot or not, for he re- 
members the. pain. This is a condi- 
tioned reflex. It is by conditioned re- 
flexes that animals are trained. Often

When a boy or a girl, a child, a 
minor, a person under voting age, 
takes up the smoking habit the whole- 
some and sane reniedy is a whipping. 
To be effectual the punishment must 
inflict pain, and the amount of pain 
inflicted must be a little more im- 
pressive than the amount of pleasure 
the child derives from the wrong act. 
There is nothing brutal or degrading 
in proper whipping for a child of 
any age. Tlre modern tendency is to 
frown upon all punishment as_ being 
brutal or in some vague way injuri- 
ous to the individual punished. This 
is utterly wrong in theory and in 
practice. We maintain penitentiaries 
and prisons and we should keep these 
institutions as unattractive as pos- 
sible—not turn them into pleasant 
places of abode for the inmates. 

When the parent is physically in- 
competent to whip the boy or girl who 
smokes (one whijping for every of- 
fense) then the parent should delegate 
this duty to another if he really loves 
the child. 

If the child is mentally defective 
and therefore not amenable to this 
proper discipline, institutional control

True, belief is not knowiedge 
and hope is not based on definite in- 
formation. Yet if the credibility of 
everything we do not know or about 
which there is np clear intelligence 
is to be destroyed little enough would 
be left of life's certainties. In all 
probability you yourself would have 
to shuffle off the mortal coil. 

Although belief: is not knowledge, 
it may nevertheleys be rational belief 
and as such a basis for wise action. 
It is rational when it accords with 
the evidences that: sustain it, is justi- 
fied by the effects that follow it and 
explanatory of undeniable realities 
that account for it. Scan this three- 
fold cord as narrowly as you please 
and I think you will find that it holds 
true of the belief in immortality. 

In any case bring the belief you 
criticise to the ‘tests that follow: 
Does nermal human nature, which is 
both rational amd ethical. support 
the doctrine of life beyond the grave? 
Does acceptance. of the doctrine and 
trust in its teaching invest present 
life with a more profound and sig- 
nificant meaning? I contend that 
these are the results of the belief rou 
suspect and stam, it aS both intelligi- 
ble and rational. :

| Why We Have the Senate. 

The question is often asked by men 
wh» have not-read the history of the 
formation of our government: 

“Why do we have a senate? Would 
we not get along easier and better to 
have only the house of represenatives, 
a yiopular body, representative of and 
responsive to the popular majority?” 

Well, that question came up in the 
constitutional conventioa and the wise 
and venerable Benjamin Franklin fa- 
vored the Pennsylvania system of that 
era, the unicameral, or one body, leg- 
islature, with no veto power in the 
executive. By that system whatever 
the legislative body enacted heeame 
law until voided, if ever, by the su- 
preme judiciary. 

“Why,” asked Franklin, somewhat 
querulously, “hitch s horse to the cart 
to «alraw it forward and then another 
to its rear to pull it backward?” 

But the convention, after full de- 
libtration, fixed upon the bicameral 
system of a house and senate acting 
concurrently to effect legislation, and 
a qualified veto power in the executive 
to arrest their concurrent action u:- 
less two-thirds of each house should 
repass the halted measure. 


That system has prevailed to the 
present day and features not only the 
national but all the state governments. 
So that it may be claimed to be an 
inalienable fixture. 4 


How Washington Explained It. 

Very soon after the republic was 
in action a distinguished foreign en- 
voy to our government asked Presi- 
deut Washington, at one of his levees, 
why we have the senate in our legis- 
lature? 

They were at the moment drinking 
tes together. Washington took up his 
cup of hot tea aad poured a portion 
ito his saucer, and then asked the 
French envoy: 

“Why do I do that?” 

“Ah,” was the answer, “to cool the 
toé hot tea!” 

“Just so.” said Washington, “we 
have a senate to cool the too hasty 
arzl hot-tempered legislation that may 


be brewed, on oecasion, by the house.” 


Krom which actions aad opinions 
of the fathers of the constitution we 
may learn that the senate was ofig- 
innlly intended to be.the “frigidiare” 
chamber of the congress, in which 
house “hot stuff” could be made palat- 
alile and safe, or frozen to death and 
rejected, 

In plara terms, the chief intent from 
the beginning was that the senate 
should be an ever-ready filibuster in 


/made a continuous body. 


its functions and the ru‘es of ics pro- 
cedure have always been such as to 
make possible the arrest of senate ac- 
tion, as well, when occasion might 
see.. to demand that drastic defense. 
Hence, to destroy the privilege to fili- 
buster will be to change the system 
of legislation devised by our fathers. 


The Function of the 
In order to secure all the values 
of the “check and balances” of the 
constitution, in so far as the senate 
could employ them, the senate was 
It has re- 
cently occurred to the supreme court 
to judicially reaffirm that fact. Sena- 
tors are chosen for six years—two 
years longer than a _ president’ and 
four years longer than a representa- 
tive. Only one-third of the senators 
are reelected or supplanted every two 
years. Therefore, when every new 
congress is convened twe-thirds of 
the senators are “hold-overs” by con- 
tinuity. In the next * congress, the 
seventieth, there will be but 11 new 
members of the senate. 

One of the purposes of the slow al- 
locations in the senate was to pre- 
serve its character as the conserva- 
tive balance-wheel in legislation. 
Thereby a guaranty was obtained 
against hasty and violent revergals 
of national legislation, such as might 
easily occur when there is a sudden | 
and great substitution of party control 
in the house of representatives. 

_ As an instance, consider the fifty- 
first and fifty-second congresses. 

In the fifty-first there were in the 
senate 47 republicans and 37 demo- 
crats: a republican majority of 10. In 
the house there were 173 republicans 
and 156 democrats; a republican ma- 
jority of 17. 

But in the fifty-second the repub- 
licaa majority was reduced to eight, 
while in the house the republicans 
were reduced from 173 to 88, the 
democrats increased from 156 to 231, 
and the populists increased from 2 +9 
14; which gave to the democrats an 
overwhelming clear majority of 143 
over the republicans! 

Had the democrats won the senate 
that year, 1890, by a like overturn, 
one cada imagine the riot of legisla- 
tion that would have followed ! 


The South Is Concé@rned. 

Whatever the temporary chagrin we 
may feel over the failure of some 
good items of legislation. in conse- 
quence_of the “two Reeds\? filibuster 
in the Yenate, the people of the south 
should not forget the calamities back 
in the ’80s and ’90s that they escaped 
by the use of releatless democratic 
filibusters. 

It is worth while to recall the in- 
famous Lodge “force bill,” by which 
the republican party strenuously 
sought to put’ our elections under fed- 
eral control, surround ~our polling 
places with hordes of armed federal 
deputy marshals, and set up returning 
boards appointed and controlled — by 
federal authority—a bill that was de- 
liberately and justly described by a 
leading republican senator, even, cs 
“the most infamous bill that ever 
crossed the threshold of the senate!” 

How fervently the whole south, and 
millions of honest patriots the coun- 
try over thanked God that the fili- 
buster was the indefeasible weapon, 
the only one available, by which that 
tvrannical bill was defeated, is well 
remembered by this writer. 

Besides, the legislation that failed 
in the last days cf the recent congress 
was not of vital importance. The gov- 
ernment is already fairly well ad- 
justed to the lack of deficiency ap- 
peopriations during the four months 
to July and any other of the failed 
bills need suffer delay only until con- 
gress convenes in December—a mat- 
ter of 10 months. And some of those 
bills that died in the jam should never 
be revived anyhow, because they are 
vicious ta principle and tendencies. 

Let it be hoped that another and 
safer way to facilitate rational and 
imperative legislation will be found 


than by the destruction of the valua- 
ble privilege to filibuster.

The mediocre gift 
is much more liable to be combined 
with the commercial instinct. It thus 
wins out over tlie superior talent, and

Evils of Gossip 
In Church Hit 


In Sermon Here 


One of the worst types of human 
tongue is the overworked tongue, de- 
clared Dr. Will H. Houghton, pastor 
of the Baptist Tabernacle, preaching 
Sunday night on the subject, “Show 


Me Your Tongue.” Dr. Houghton 
returned to his pulpit Sunday after a 
two weeks absence from the city. He) 
devoted his morning sermon to a pre- 
paratory talk for the revival campaign 
which is shortly to be staged at the 
church. 

“More chureh folks sin with the 
tongue than, perhaps, any other way,” 
said Dr. Houghton, speaking of “over- 
worked tongues.” He likened “old 
women of both sexes,” who indulge 
in the gossip habit, to “turkey buz- 
zards, who fly over hills, mountains, 
rivers, flowers, and care nothing for 


the beautiful scenery of nature, but as 
soon as they spy a decaying carcass 
they light on it and feast.’’ 

“Gossipers,”’ continued the preacher, 
“nass over thousands of good things 
until they see some fault or imagined 
fault, which they light on and tear 
apart.” 

Other evils wrought with the tongue 
which Dr. Houghton condemned in- 
cluded profanity, which he said was 
the most foolish of all habits, denoting 
weakness of mind; lewdness, declaring 
that the telling of unclean stories made 
the atmosphere “putrid.” “Tellers 
of filthy stories are human polecats, 
flee such a person as you would a 
contagious disease,’’ said the speaker. 

Declaring that the mouth reveals 
the character more quickly than any 
other human evidence, Dr. Houghton 


showed how the “Word” was stressed 
in importance throughout the Bible, 
from the beginning with the “Word of 
God,” and through to the end. 

“A man’s development in life if ap- 
praised by his use of words,’’ he said, 
“from the day when, as a baby be first 
voices ‘mama,’ through the period 
when a girl's whispered ‘yes, makes 
his best life really begin, until the last 
words of family’and friends cheer him 
on the last dark journey to the be- 
yond.” 

There were three thousand in the 
congregation at the evening service.

Conditions Urged 
By Dixie Bishops 


Washington, March 25.—Improve- 
ment of working conditions in south- 
ern factories and mills is urged in an 
appeal to southern industrial leaders 
by forty-one southern bishops and min- 
isters. 

“We are proud of the remarkable 


know that you are concerned with us 
in the welfare of your employees and 
those dependent upon them,” the ap- 
peal states. 

“We bring before you with the 


greater confidence, therefore, the neces- 
sity for the improvement of certain 
social and economic conditions, es- 
pecially in the textile industry. but 
existing also in other industries. These 
are the isolation of population in the 
mill villages; the long working week, 
extending in many industries even to 
fifty-five and sixty hours; a certain 
amount of the seven day week which 
still exists in some industries; the 
employment of women and of chil- 
dren between fourteen and sixteen at 
overlong periods of labor; low wage 
standards in some industries, with 
consequent depressed standards of liy- 
ing; the general absence of labor rep- 
presentation in our factories.”

four fellow bishops. three Episcopal 
hishops, two Methodist Episcopal 
bishops and leading pastors in prac- 
tically all communions in the south.

COAL STRIKE THREAT 
ALS TO ALARM U 


Washington, March 27.—(?)—Semi- 
national coal strike due to begin April 
1, is now being faced with a forti- 
tude in government and _ industrial 
circles that is markedly at variance 
with the concern shown over the in- 
dustry’s labor convulsions in previous 
years, 

Much of the reason for the compar- 
ative inattention paid to the strike 
prospect is disclosed in certain dry 
columns of statistics relating to pro- 
duction of union and non-union coal 
miles, which long have been mulled 


| over by government agents and the 
lbig coal 


buyers, but there also is 
another cause for the apparent lack of 
alarm. 

It lays in the appearance of a 
changed policy on the part of the 
United Mine Workers, the coal union, 
though that organization and its lead- 
er, John L. Lewis, are the same which 
have repeatedly attracted natian-wide 
attention in at least partially success- 
ful struggles to maintain wage rates 
satisfactory to workers they repre- 


sent, * 

In 1919 and 1922 when the miners 
downed tools at the call of Lewis 
and the policy committee, mines nor- 
mally responsible for producing 65 to 
70 per cent of the country’s soft coal 
ceased functioning. Further, among 
the 35 per cent of non-union mines, 
substantial portions were shut down 
in sympathy, demonstrating that even 
non-union workers could be moved to 
cease work in sympathy with their or- 
ganized fellows. 

On April 1, when the 1927, strike 
call becomes effective, it is not prob- 
able, labor department officials say, 
that as much as 35 per cent of the 
normal production will be stopped. 
They believe, furthermore, that even 
that portion of the industry will begin 
to restore production soon afterward. 

Likewise, coal consumers will have 
on hand something like SO0,000 million 
tons of. coal stored for emergencies, 
a quantity which is officially esti- 
mated to more than make up for any 
shortage the strike may create. 

The strike this year will ‘proceed 
by localized districts, In previous 
struggles, since 1919, the fight has 
been prosecuted on a national basis.
